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For 17,000 It's Back To School!

Schools will open for approxi- 
mately 17,000 kindergarten through 
twelfth grade students in the 
Placentia Unified School District 
Monday, September 13. The 
estimated opening week student 
population is an increase of about 


1,000 more than last year, 
continuing the district’s growth 
pattern of the last 16 years, 


according to Supt. of Schools John 
Tynes.

Placentia, which just inaugur- 
ated a two-man motorcycle corps 
recently, was down to_ half 
strength this week.

The two objects 
made contact. Neither driver was 
injured. 

Details of the incident will be 
forwarded to the Orange County 
District Attorney for possible 
action. ‘‘Since one of ouf own 
men was involved, we deem it 
more proper to have the district 
attorney take any action re- 
quired,’’ Sgt. Bob Jones, who is 
in charge of the two-man corps, 
explained. It is expected that the 
driver of the car may be charged 
with a right-of-way violation. 

The motorcycle however, fared 
even worse. It sustained 
considerable damage, Sgt. Jones 


reported. 


3-Year-Old 
Dies From 
Injuries 


A three-year-old youngster who 
had lain in critical condition at 
Placentia-Linda Community Hospi- 
tal since she was reportedly struck 
by a car last Sunday, died Friday of 
her injuries. 

The child was Lucille Rico of 432 
Melody Lane, Placentia. 

A sister, Guadalupe Rico, 7, who 
had been walking with her through a 
crosswalk on Chapman Avenue in 
front of the Bargain Basket 
Shopping Center, was reported still 
hospitalized but recovering. 

Driver of the car, which allegedly 
struck the girls, Terry Lee Nash, 18 
of Anaheim, is currently out on 
$2,500 bail. Nash, following the 
accident, was immediately charged 
with vehicular manslaughter, ac- 
cording to statements by _ the 
Placentia police department as it

Average growth in recent years 
has been about 1,000 students a 
year, and projection for the coming 
year show even greater growth, 
explained Patrick Bowman, director 
of planning and construction. 

‘As territory develops in the 
eastern part of our district, we can 
expect to continue our growth 
throughout the year,’’ Bowman 
said. The Placentia Unified School 
District runs to the San Bernardino 
County Line on the east and includes 
the Dominguez and Upper K 


ranches and others currently being 
planned for development. 

‘‘We also face the problem of 
possible loss of students in the older, 
settled portion of the district, which 
will result in having to transport 
students from new areas to schools 
with available space,’’ he added. 

For the second year, the greatest 
predictable growth as school opens 
is at the high school level, with an 
estimated increase of more than 900 
students at the three district high 
schools. — 


Esperanza High in the south- 
eastern part of the district continues 
to be the district’s fastest growing 
school, adding about 375 students 
for an enrollment of 1,840. 

Valencia High School, which last 
year had about 1,200 students, plans 
to add almost 350 new students from 
new housing areas. In addition to 
those coming from new develop- 
ments in Placentia, students will be 
bused to Valencia from new areas in 
the southeastern part of the district

Police Routines

The recalcitrant memory of one 
key witness and the terminated 
police officer who wasn’t there, 
highlighted the first segment of the 
public-attended hearing into the 
professional fate of 17-year-veteran 
police sergeant Eugene Cason. 

The hearing, an unusual event for 
the city of Placentia, which has no 
locally based court system, brought 
out a large crowd of interested 
spectators and participants, most of 
whom lasted through the more than 
four hours of procedures and 
testimony. 

At one time during the lengthy 
hearing, which will continue 
Thursday, September 9, the events 
recallable by Lt. Walter Pichon 
became an issue. Pichon is Cason’s 
immediate superior in the police 
structure and in this capacity 
became a key witness. 

At one point Pichon appeared to 
contradict his own __ testimony 
concerning if, when and where Set. 
Cason had recommended _ the 
termination of officer John Dia- 
mond. Diamond who has not been 
subpoenaed by either side in the 


controversy, subsequently was noi a 
party to the proceedings Thursday 


night. 
Pichon’s. problems dealt with 
recalling dates and times of 


pertinent incidents in the past six 
months. 

Attorney Hugh Swanson, repre- 
senting Sgt. Cason asked Pichon: 
“Did Gene Cason give you any 
opinion as to what should be the 
destiny of Diamond with the 
Placentia Police Department?”’ 

Lt. Pichon: *‘He said he should be 
fired.”’ 

On further cross examination, 
however, Pichon appeared to say 
that it was Police Chief Norman 
Traub who stated that Diamond 
should be fired. 

City Attorney Charles Post III, 
acting for the city and the police 
department earlier had elicited from 
Pichon that Chief Traub had told 
Sgt. Cason that “‘Diamond was 
going to be terminated.” 

According to that testimony it was 
indicated that Traub had stated that 
Officer Diamond would not pass 
probation but that he would allow 
him to work, giving him time to seek

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said Monday night that it was 
difficult to tell how many of these 
ODs would have died without 
Paramedics assistance. He did state 
however, that in his experience, the 
number of drugs cases was not 
generally distributed over the city 
but tended to be more concentrated 
south of Madison Avenue and west 
of Bradford Avenue. 

The high prevalence area would 
run to the south boundary of the city, 
taking in the La Jolla section, Bray 
said. Cases in the Atwood 
neighborhood were not listed as so 
numerous. 

Bray stated that a number of 
drugs are involved in the 
incidents--‘’some heroin, but not a 
lot of cases.’’ The most common 
problems, he indicated from his 
personal experience, involved bar- 
bituates of all kinds and other 
ingested substances. 

‘*A popular combination is Valium 
and wine,’’ he outlined. “‘And this 
can be very serious.”’

City Receives 
*8,995 For 
Bike Trails 


The city of Placentia will receive 
$8,985 to improve and extend their 
pedestrian and bike paths, the 
Southern California Association of 
Governments (SCAG) announced 
this week. 

The allocation will come through 
SCAG's Transportation and Utilities 
Committee which is responsible for 
administering local transportation 
revenues from sales taxes. The 
funds are allocated to six southern 
California counties as prescribed by 
Calitornia’s Transportation Devel- 
opment Act. 

Under the act, one-fourth of one 
per cent of the total sales tax 
revenues is reserved in special 
transportation funds that are 
maintained by each county. An 
amendment to the act provides that 
two per cent of the transportation 
funds be used for bicycle and 
pedestrian facilities. 

The current allocation for 
bikeways throughout the Orange 
County, administered by SCAG is 
$450,000.

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“Maintenance Allowance” 


Unknown Factor 


A ‘‘maintenance allowance”’ 
which a former Placentia City 
Council accorded almost three 
years ago, apparently was the 
subject of some concern at the 
recent meeting of the present city 
council to determine a new tax 
rate. 

Max Ellis, a Placentia resident 
for several years, pointed out that 
of an approximate $6.5 million 
city budget, $2.5 million will go 
for salaries and fringe benefits. 

Ellis said he found that in 
categories for which he had 
sufficient information to check, 
salaries in the budget appeared to 
be $200 to $600 above the top 
range. He requested an explana- 
tion. 

‘‘A five per cent change in the 
salary schedule is plus or minus 
11 or 12 cents on the tax rate,"’ 
Ellis pointed out. 

Frank Dunnavant, city Director 
of Finance answered: ‘I can 
assure you that nowhere in this 
budget is there any funds set 


aside for anticipated salary 
increases based on the current 
negotiations."" Approximately 
130 employees now share the $2.5 
million. 

Dunnavant explained that 
management staff receives $50 a 
month each for a ‘‘maintenance 
allowance’ and midmanagement 
receives $25 month for the same 
purposes. 

The ‘‘maintenance allow- 
ance,’’ Lee Sale, Director of 
Personnel, who receives one 
along with Dunnavant, explained 
later was accorded to manage- 
ment and midmanagement em- 
ployees so they would have 
something more in _ fringe 
benefits than other employees 
receive. 

The allotment, he stated, can 


be spent for anything the 
employee desires. 

The three councilmen who 
approved the measure’ were 


Robert Lyons, Robert Finnell and 
Robert Langer. 


Roller Rink Appealed 


Approval of a roller skating rink, 
to be located near Imperial Highway 
and Rose Drive in the city of 
Placentia, will be appealed to the 
city council. 

J.C. Campbell III, chairman of the 
Concerned Homeowners Associa- 
tion, said that he has inaugurated 
the appeal for the purpose of better 
delineating the problems of traffic, 
noise and congestion. 

‘‘l am not against the roller 
skating rink,’’ Campbell stated. ‘‘I 
believe it is a facility needed by the 
City, but I do not feel that the 
planning commission paid enough 
attention to problems that might 
develop.”’ 

Campbell explained that traffic 
congestion could result from the 
condition and width of Rose Drive, 


on which the rink would be located, 
and said that he felt an outlet for the 
facility's traffic onto Imperial 
Highway was most important. That 
provision had been left as a 
desireable development for the 
future but not mandatory at this 
time. 

Campbell said that in his opinion 
less suitable uses might have been 
proposed for the property in 
question. 

The public hearing is scheduled 
before the city council on Tuesday, 
September 21 with the meeting 
opening at 7:30 p.m. The hearing 
before the planning commission 
brought out a number of speakers 
from the neighborhood who spoke 
strongly in protest to the use at that 
corner.

Bray indicated that the drug 
problems he has witnessed covered 
allages. ‘‘Not all are teenagers,’ he 
recounted. ‘‘Many I have seen are 
older women.”’ 

Paramedics answer all calls but 
are especially equipped to deal with 
heart attacks. Heart attack cases for 
the inaugural seven month period 
were exactly the same number as 
drug overdoses...64 or almost ten a 
month. 

Bray said it was difficult to state 
unequivocally how many lives the 
paramedics they help. A person may 
be revived and lives for a day or two 
or he may live for a long time. 

The paramedics in seven months 
assisted victims in 148 traffic 
accidents and gave first aid to 242 
persons. They also answered 125 
calls for medical or surgical 
problems that were not heart 
related. The number of calls totals 
643 or almost 100 a month. 

The report spanning a time period 
from December 2, 1975 to June 30, 
1976, includes a partial list of fires

Van Etten, however, later taking 
measurements, stated there were no 
skid marks. This event is not being 
considered in the charges. 

The second episode concerned an 
event on July 17. Officer Diamond 
allegedly was parked in his police 
unit watching the four way stop at 
Tuffree Boulevard and Bastanchury 
Road when Officer Van Etten in 
another unit pulled up to talk to him. 

Questioning by neither side 
ascertained whether Van Etten was 
illegally stopped during this time or 
calling across the street to the other 
officer, in the residential section. 

Developments from that incident 
were reported that Van Etten saw a 
car run the stop sign by looking in his 
rear view mirror. However, 
Diamond, who allegedly did not see 
it, pursued the motorist and ticketed 
him. Van Etten was opposed and 
thought the driver should have had 
only a warning. 

The third episode the following 
night again involved Diamond and 
Van Etten and anticipated rumbles 
in the central and southern sections 
of Placentia. 

Apprehensive about possible 
riots, much of the poiice department 
appeared to be out of the station and 
on wheels, including Pichon and 
Cason. Van Etten spotted a car 
being sought, reportedly carrying 
five people and a loaded rifle. He 
radioed a message, was unable to 
get turned around in traffic in time to 
apprehend the fleeing car. 

The car was found by Officer 
Diamond, who arrested the five 
people and confiscated the weapons. 

Controversy from this incident 
was the fact that Diamond had 
indicated to Van Etten that he 
allegedly intended putting in his 


groups. Any organizations wishing 
booths should make application in 
writing to the heritage board of 
directors or the city recreation 
department.

Need Health Exams 


CHDP, Child Heath and 
Disability Prevention, is a 
child health program that 
was created as a result of 
legislation passed by the 
State in 1973. 

The law requires that all 
children obtain a_ health 
screening examination 
sometime during the year 
before they enter first 
grade. The required exa- 
mination applies to all 
entering first graders in 
public, private, and paro- 
chial schools. 

The purpose of the 
program is to discover, 
through early and periodic 
health screening, any disa- 
bilities and potential disabi- 
lities in children and to 
recommend treatment to 
correct or modify those 
disabilities before they 
interfere unnecessarily with 
a child’s normal develop- 
ment and ability to perform 
in school. 

The examination includes 
a medical history and 
complete physical examina- 
tion, as well as a T.B. skin 
test, and blood and urine 
tests. Immunizations are 
also administered. 

Each parent or guardian 
of a child entering first 
grade this year can obtain a 
certification form through 
their school, or by calling 
the Department of Educa- 
tion at 839-3962. This form 
should be completed by a 
physician and returned to 
the school where the child is 
enrolled. 

Parents or guardians may 
take the certification form to 
their private physician. 
Their physician will conduct 
any necessary examination 
and complete the form. If 
the physician has recently 
examined the child he can 


simply complete the form 
and return it to the parent or 
guardian. 

Those parents or guar- 
dians who have a limited 
income may obtain the 
health screening services 
for their child without 
charge from any one of the 
many child health clinics 
operated by the Health 
Department or from one of 
the private physicians 
participating in the pro- 
gram. 

For a family of four, a 
limited income means a 
gross annual income of 
under $10,128.00.  Chil- 
dren, up to 21 years of age, 
who are. eligible for 
Medi-Cal can get their 
examination and certifica- 


tion, without charge, from 
their private physician, a 
health department ciinic, or 
one of the _ physicians 
participating in the pro- 
gram. A ‘‘proof of eligibility 
sticker’’ (POE) is all that is 
required. 

If, for any reason, the 
parent or guardian of the 
entering first grader does 
not want the child exa- 
mined, the examination can 
be waived. 

Anyone who wished to 
find out if their child is 
eligible for the no-cost 
examination, and/or to find 
out where the nearest child 
health clinic or participating 
physician is located, should 
call the CDHP Central 
Office at (714) 834-5304.

Overhead utility lines 
already existing in indust- 
rial areas of Placentia will 
not be required to go 
underground, the city’s 
planning commissioners 
voted Tuesday. 


The action, recommend- 
ed by staff, would leave 
existing lines alone. Muni- 
cipal code, however, re- 
quires new lines to be
